The NUT stressed yesterday 
that it had never opposed the 
removal of teachers who were 
irredeemahly incompetent But 
authorities already had power 
to seek their dismissal.

IBDB BISE of the pocket cal- 
culator in school exam 
rooms, and the dedine of 
well-thumbed log tables, is 
identified as a sign->or pos> 
sibly a sine— of tihe times in 
a survey piddisbed today- 

It diows that virtnally all 
examhcation boards now pei^ 
nit candidates to use calcu- 
lators in at least s<nne of 
their nurthcsnatics pvers. 
And half of them positiv^ 
require pupils to be all 
keyed-up, in the electranie 
sense, before sitting certain 
esums. 

A problem for the examin- 


ing bodies seems to be that 
certain calculatozs are too 
dever by half. Some have 
eqiressed . coneeiai about 
models whieh have a bcuUer 
memory than the ownef*s, 
and others are barring cahm- 
lators capable of storing pro- 
grammes pr^aied In 
advance. 

The problem from math-

Report for DPP suggests paint thinner accident may have intensified blaze 

New clue to Deptford fire deaths 


By Stephen Cook 

Police in south London are 
preparing a report for the Di* 
rector of Public Prosecutions 
which coctsrlna important new 
evidence about the possible 
«tuses of the house fire which 
killed 13 young blaA people 
at a party in Deptford four 
years ago. 

A girl who was at the party 
has apparently told detectives 
that ^ accidentally spilled 
nail varnish the previous day 
on the carpet of the room 
where the fire started. She 
and a friend who died in the 
fire tried to clean up the mess 
with paint thinner or similar 
inflamma ble liquid. 

Police have been working 
for some time on the theon’ 
that one of the adults at the 
party set lig^t to curtains In 


the room because he .was jeal- 
ous about his girl friend's be- 
haviour and wanted to bring 
the party to an end. They be- 
lieve that 'he had no intention 
of killing anyone.- • 

At one time police believed 
dial paint thinner had been 
deliberately pour^ on the car- 
pet and ignited. 

The fire is now thought to 
have spread suddenly and vio- 
lently because of the inflam- 
mable fUmK still lingering in 
the romm after the accident An 
inquest an 1981 returned open 
verdicts on the 13 who died. 

Tbe cunmittee of bereaved 
parents, who liave developed 
good relations with the police 
during the lengthy investiga- 
tion are apparently frustrated 
at what they see - as police 
reluctance ' to put pressure on' 


the adults at the party who 
are thought to know wbat 
happened. 

Hr George Fraqcis, diainnan 
of the committee, said yester- 
day ; ** Scotland Yard should 
do a bit more to get these 
people in and question them 
thoroughly. 

“All we want is to know 
what happened to our ctaildren 
that ojght. K the police are 
saying they can’t do any more, 
we are going to fake it into 
our own hands and do some- 
thing. We are the ones who 
are sitting here and sufiering." 
‘ Althou^ the police are in- 
terviewing again many of the 
party survivors, they have not 
yet managed to find any direct 
evidence supporting the theory 
of the man startmg the fire 
out of jealousy. 


The man they suspect has 
been interviewed, but has 
stated tbat he was not at the 
part}', although police have 
statements from others that he 
was there, ^me of tbe other 
adults at the party are declin- 
ing to talk to tbe police on the 
advice of their solicitors. 

People close to the police 
investigation say privately that 
there is little erpectation that 
the DPP will authorise a pros- 
ecution. given the absence of 
conclusive evidence and the 
strong racial and political feel- 
ing surrounding the case. 

The Massacre Action Com- 
mittee, which was formed to 
give legal help to the families 
of the dead and became the 
focus of the Racial and politi- 
cal controvers>% has dsumed 
consistently that the police are 


determined to pin the blame 
for the fire on a black person 
at the party, using leaks to the 
press. 

One police source said yes- 
terday : “ We would have pre- 
ferred to have conducted 
everything confidenti^y, but 
tbe nature of the pre- 
vented that. It was too contro- 
versiid, there was too much 
heat, it was turned into a verj* 
big issue and people demanded 
answers.” 

If tbe report to the DPP 
does not result in ciinunal 
proceedings the police wilt 
have to have to decide 
whether to issue a full public 
Statement giving a full account 
of what they know, and 
whether to wind up two- 
man team which has pursued 
the investigation. 


New Labour Party launched in Ulster

An addition to the plethora 
of political parties in Ulster, 
was announced yesterday, with 
the formation of the Labour 
Party of Northern Ireland. 

The party, not to be eon* 
fused with the long-established 
but now virtnally defunct 
Northern Ireland Labour 
Party, is the brainchild of a 
group of socialists including 
Se veteran trade unionist ana 
politician. Mr Paddy Devlin 
and Lord Billy Blease, the La- 
bour life peer. 

It fliras to recruit members, 
primal^ through trade 
unions and newspaper adver- 
tisements, who are concerned 
about the economic and social 
j^blezns of the province and 


who are disillusioned with Mrs 
Thatcher’s governmeuL 

Candidates will be fielded in 
the local government elections 
in May and a general meeting 
to elect a committee and draw 
up rules, wfU be held later in 
the year. The new party is to 
be wholly independent of the 
British Labour Party, although 
it is hoped that fraternal links 
wiU be established with the 
matnianfl and the Irish Labour 
Party. 

At a press conference yester- 
dav- Devlin refused to 
speculate on the party’s policy 
on the constitution — essen- 
tially whether or not to cam- 
paign for a united Ireland. 
That will be decided later by 
the membership. 

Mr Devlin, a founder mem- 
ber of the Social Democratic 


and Labour Party and former 
health and social services min- 
ister In' the Stormont power- 
sharing executive, said the 
party would be anti-sectarian; 
It would be unequivocabJy op- 
posed to political violence and 
recognise tbe equal validity of 
all traditions in Northern Ire- 
land. 

According to Mr Devlin, the 
British Labour Party, wbldi 
does not organise or campaign 
in Northern Deland, had failed 
to recognise that there was a 
desire in the province to have 
an internally run Labour Party 
which would not be imposed 
from outside and would not be 
dominated by the issue of the 
union with Britain. 

The Official Unionist Party 
is to launch a campaign aimed 
at having Sinn Fein banned.

Aid with payment of fuel bills 
extended to additional areas

A' substantial extension of 
govezinnent help for people on 
supplementary pensions or 
beziefit to claim more money 
to pay rising fuel bills was 
anziounced by the Department 
of Health yesterday. 

The claims area has been ex- 
tended to cover the whole of 
South-east England, the South- 
west. west Wales and the Mid- 
lands. Amounts payable will 
depend on the severity of the 
weathor in the regions 
concerned. 

Merseyside and Scotland are 
excluded because the Meteoro- 
logical Office say that tempera- 
tures there have not dropped 
as much as in southern Eng- 
land and the Midlazids. 


• A disabled man who was 
facing neaziy £4 a week bene- 
fit deduct&ozis to pay for ar^ 
rears in heating and water 
bills while he appealed against 
a social security ruling died 
while he was trying to keep 
wann.

Mr Denziis Griggs, aged 61, of 
AAbuztozi, Devon, built up gas 
and electricity arrears in the 
winter of 1982 because he did 
not know that he could claim 
severe weather payment 
towards his heating. His prob- 
lem was compounded by his 
belief that his water rates 
would be piud under the new 
housing benefit scheme. He 
built up arrears of £124.30. 

Last year, social security 
commissioners found that a 
tribunal which dismissed his 
case had made three errors in

SIR GEOFFREY HOWE, the 
Foreign Secretary, yesterday 
announced to the House of 
ComzzKOS a new form of na- 
•tiozzality — Lt'itish National 
(Overseas) — to cover the 

rights of the 3 twiniftn 
people living in Hong Kong 
in the years up to and be- 
yond the handizig over of the 
colony to China in 1997. 

The Foreign Secretazy said 
that the new form of nation- 
ality should have broadly the 
same benefits as the present 
British Dependent Territories 
Citizenship, except that it 
would ziot be transmittable 
by descent. It would give 
holders no special rights to 
settle in Britain. 

Tbe Foreign Secretary 
faced demands during the 
secozid reading debate of the 
Hong Eozig BiR, in the Com- 
mons to clarify whether the 
new nationality coziferred 
the right to settle in the 
United Kingdiun ; for azmual 
reports on Hong Kozig to the 
Commons, and for more time 
to be ^ven to the Hong 
Kong Bill to allow objectiozis 
to be voiced. Dissent also 
centres in the natioziality 
change being conferred 
throu^ an order in Council 
rather than a full Parliamen- 
tary bilL 

Mr Denis Healey, the 
Shadow Foreign Secretaiy. 
said that Sir Geoffrey’s task 
of clearing the way to the 
handizig over of power -when 
the 99-year lease of Hong 
Kong New Territories ex- 
pired had not been made 
easier by the intervention of 
Mrs Thatcher during her two 
visits to Peking and Hong 
Kong. 

“ He should not allow her 
to go barging about like a 
Rhoda the Rhino with tbe 
■usual arrogant incompetence 
in issues that she clearly 
does not understand,’’ Mr 
H^ey said, adding that her 
first visit during the last 
negotiations had needed " all 
the skill of the Foreign Office 
to undo '^e damage caused." 

Sir Geoffrey said that 
holders of the new status 
would be able to use British 
passports. " They will be eli- 
sible for British cozisular 
protection in third countries. 
They win a have right to 
registration as British citi- 
zens on the same terzzis at 
BDTCs. In short, tbe order 
will in effect redefine the 
scope of the British National- 
ity Act. 1981, to cover the 
new status where it is 
appropriate.

"Obviously there is much 
to do between now and 1997.

"The most immediate task 
will be the establishment of 
a joint liaison group pro- 
vided for in tbe agreemeoL 
‘We are now actively working 
on this.

Mr Healey said that the 
Prime Minister's position on 
Hong Kong had been 
through so many U-turns 
that she appeared to sub- 
scribe to Mao Tse-tung’s pol- 
icy of permanent revolution 
but the rescue operation by 
the Foreign Office had led 
to an agreement on the 
handing over of power which 
would provide vital experi- 
ence and important set of 
precedents when it came to 
the Falklands. 

Mr Healey demanded an- 
swers to a series of detailed 
points, including whether or 
not the GovemorGeneral of 


Hong Kong would be a mm- 
her of the liaison group be- 
tween Hong Kong. Paring, 
and London ; whether there 
wouM be aiwHiai r^iorts to 
tile Commons on Hong Kong, 
and ‘Whether the 5.5 mllMon 
people living in Hong Kong 
wozild be consulted when the 
Chinese authmities drew up 
the basic laws for the runr 
wing of the area after the 
handhzg over. 

He supported the creation 
of the new form of citizen- 
ship, but asked whether it 
was desirable that it should 
be done throngh an Order in 
Council. 

Hr Andrew Faulds (Lab.

Chinese Hong Kongers could 
be left in a " Mostly limbo of 
lostness” if there were not 
asurance‘ on their position. 

Mr Peter Bruinvels (Cozl 
L eicester) demanded to 
know whether the new form 
of citizenship would confer 
priorit}' on those from Hong 
Kong who wanted to come to 
tbe United Erngdeun to 
settle. 

Sir Geoffrey replied : 

’* There is no intention to ef- 
fect or imply any change of 
this kind." 

Mr Eziech Powell '(Ulster 
Unionist. South Down) said 
there 'was no precedent for a 
new category of British na- 
tioziality to be created by an 
Order of Council and not by 
primaiy legislation: 

It was no use pretending 
that a coznmon British na- 
tionality carried zio cozistitu- 
tiozial izzqilieatians, indeed, 
the terminology was calcu- 
lated and intended to 
deceive. 

He said that it was ziot 
diffi^t to envisage cbaziges 
in the internal regime of 
China which would lead to 
those in Hong Kong to con- 
sider settling in the United 
KingdozzL If those circum- 
stances arose “ we would be 
put into the dock,’’ said Mr 
PowelL

had chosen to give these 
people a Britiab passport and 
we would be a^ed: ** How, 
then, can you refuse admis- 
sion to your country — tbe 
country of British citizens —

The ostensible reason is 
that tbe Government wants to 
wait until the national elec- 
tions for tbe legislative assem- 
bly and for municipal offices 
are held in March. 

' But the real pressure against 
the. talks has come from the 
rightwing political parties and

The US is investigating 
whether American atomic reac- 
tor operators working in South 
Africa are breaking Ub law. 

According to the Washington 
Po^ as many as 40 skilled 
American nuclear workers may 
be in South Africa. The State 
Department said it bad no fig- 
ures on the numbers invoLveA 
At the moment it was trying 
to get joformation on tbe 
duties of these US citi- 
zens. None had been ordered 
to leave South Africa. 

The State Department said 
the case came to Ijght 
recentlv, anri it was possible 
teat by accepting contracts in 
South Africa, tbe Americans 
had broken regulations enacted 
in Febraary, 1973. Under the 
rulings, any transfer of auclear 
information and services to 
non-Ctommunist countiies 
requires tbe specific autboriso: 
tion of tbe Secretary of Enei^ 
gy if the recipient country is 
not a Signatory to tbe Non- 
Proliferation Treaty. _ _ 

It seems that some of the 
Americaa woteers did not seek 
this pennissioii. ^e US has 
informed the South African 
Government and discussions 
are underway to try to resolve 
tbe issue.

US Energy Department offi- 
cials then heard rumours that 
reactor operators from nuclear 
plants in southern California 
and elsewhere were consider^ 
ing jobs in South Africa and 
warned them tb^ needed 
government permission. 

The US hopes that tbe ope^ 
afors in South Africa will 
identify themselves voluntarily. 
Otherwise it can use an extra- 
ditiou agreement it has with 
South Africa. 

Some have already come fo^ 
warA According to a US offi.- 
cial, none are involved in sen- 
sitive nuclear areas like 
nuclear weapons. ' 

Energy Department officials 
are planning to brief some 
memMrs of Congress this 
week.

IT HAS always seemed 
odd that anyone should want 
to own Hong E<mg. basically 
the world’s biggest traffic 
Jam entirely surrounded by 
water.

It was the afternoon mara- 
tiion of Paul Crossley pla)’- 
ing all four ' of the sonatas 
that for me had the more 
powerful impact Those four 
intense and concentrated 
works represent Tippett in 
different ways at his most 
demanding. 1 bad never real- 
' ised before to what a degree 
bis piano writing (over 
which even Britten protested 
at its problems for the fin- 
gers) stems from late Bee- 
thoven. 

The writing is rarely, if 
ever, pianistic. yet the very 
battle involved between fin- 
gers and keys (waged mas- 
terfully. and with total in- 
volvement by Crossley) is an 
essentiaj part of tbe commu- 
nication, not least in the 
lastest and most overtly emo- 
tional of the sonatas. In five 
movements, lasting a full 35 
minutes, tbe Fourth repre- 
sents an opening of expres- 
sion rather than simnlifica- 
tion after the super-density 
of the Third Sonata, written 
for Crossley ten years ago. 

Having the Triple Concerto 
and the Vision of St Augus- 
tine in the second concert 
(played by David Atherton 
and the London Sinfonietta 
at the Festival Hall) brought 
an important' new slant on 
two masterpieces through the 
very forces used. With 
reduced strings and a con- 
ductor who bas aiwavs made 
clarity his watchword, it was 
a delight to have the dense 
textures .of the Triple Con- 
certo made even more 
lumious than before. Tbe 
freshness extended to the .so- 
loists : though the viola- 

player Rivka Golani was less 
happy than the others in her 
double-stopping, the purity 
of sound, particularly from 
The Austrian Tiolinist Ernst 
Eovacec. was a delight 

The Vision of St Augus- 
tine. completed in 1965, for 
all its relative brevity repre- 
sents a key staging post in 
Tippett's visionary develop- 
ment from A Child Of Onr 
Time to the latest oratorio^ 
The Mask Of Time. Tippett, 
contempiating eternity, here 
characteristically attempts 
the impossible, trying to sug- 
gest St Augustine's own 
glimpse of heaven itself. As 
in the concerto it was 
refreshing to have clarity, 
but the mystery which this 
fine piece contains eluded 
us. even with John Shirley- 
Quirk as soloist. .A recording 
of the concert is being 
relayed on Radio 3 tonight 
and more Tippett events 
follow through the week.

By then he will 
bave to have a sure sense of 
liis own talent or he wUl be 
sidetracked and even de- 
railed ^together by demands 
that he live up to the 
box-office records of Bever^ 
ly Hills Cop. If Muipby is 
serious about being another 
Chaplin, writing, directing 
and staning in his own mov- 
ies, then he needs a vision 
of bis own. a courage and 
complex 'self-education simi- 
lar to Chaplin’s. 

In Beverly Hills Cop 
which opens In London this

Once 
planned for Sylvester 
Stallone, it was rewritten to 
fit Murphy’s very very dif- 
ferent talent, and he embel- 
lished it with, many funny 
touches of his own. It is es- 
sentially a star vehicle that 
runs smoothly along very 
familiar lines. 

Murphy’s career may ulti- 
mately depend on whether 
he is willing to give up safe 
star vehicles and go his own 
way at whatever risk to 
box-office takings. The over- 
whelming success of 
Beverly HUls Cop has estab- 
li^ed him so well that he is 
BOW free to make any mov- 
ies he Ukes. His choices will 
answer most of the key ques- 
tions about Eddie Murphy 
and his powers of survival.

TIME, like that ever roUing 
stream, bears not only its 
sons away but their audi- 
ences too. Devotees who 
packed the Barbican last 
week for Stockhausen pre- 
sumably forsook him for the 
Tippett celebrations at tbe 
South Bank, leaving a very 
empty hall for tbe concert 
Markus Stockhausen gave as 
a codicile of his father’s 
residence. 

It was a loss all round: 
because, whereas the Barbi- 
can season provided a 
restrospeetive of main works 
from the fifties and sixties. 
Sunday's concert brought us 
closer to the present, with 
performances of Tierkreis 
and the British premier of 
Oberlippentanz — an unac- 
companied reworking of 
concertaote dances for trum- 
pet and orchestra in 
Stockhausen’s opera Samstag. 

Oberlippentanz (Upper Lip 
Dance) refers to the giant 
face which dominates the 
stage set at this point of the 
opera, its features demarcat- 
ing where the participuts 
are placed. Sound distribu- 
tion remains important in 
tbis concert version, which 
calls for •mobility around the 
auditorium as well as stam- 
ina and tbe ability to pro- 
duce rapid changes in timbre 
— hence the apparatus 
Markus wears round his 
waist, which looks like an 
instrument of torture but is 
in fact a pouch for his 
arsenal of mutes. 

Tierkreis was another 
reworking, originally for mu- 
sical ' boxes ' and now for 
trumpet (Markus) with the 
percussionist Robyn 

Schulkowsky. With a surpris- 
ing. open-banded chann. it 
comes closer to the gentle- 
ness of Waiter Zimmer- 
mann's percussion solo 
Glockenspiel, performed ear- 
lier. than to the more virtu- 
osic qu^dities of William 
Erast’s Encounter HI. involv- 
ing both players in dramatic 
scenes of conflict reflecting 
visually what we hear musi- 
cally. The exchanges were 
beautifullv engineered in an 
account as tight and vivid as 
Stockhausen's bright blue 
trousers. 


Alex Hamilton reviews

Bohemia 


Two Flamboj-ant Fathers by 
Nicolette Devas (1966, 
Hamish Hamilton, £195). 
The memories of a woman. 
56 when she wrote it, who is 
a genuine artist both in 
words and with a brush de- 
spite a self-mocking modesty. 
It is essentially a book 
about the men and gods in 
her life : her husband, the 
portrait painter Anthony 
Devas, whom she met as a 
fellow student at the Slade; 
her brother John ; £^-lan 
Thomas, who married her 
golden honeypot sister 
Caitlin ; her “ second ’’ 
father, Augustus John, and 
her real father. Francis 
Macnamara, wild Irish poet 
and philosopher. She grew 
up in a chaos wheye princi- 
ples were fiercely held but 
rules ignored. 

The women were beautiful, 
tbe men tall, strong and pas- 
sionate. Ei'ery moment was 
heightened : evening dinners 
became parties or fights, 
family disagreements took on 
the vehemence of tragedies. 
Francis left his young wife 
after seven years, and she 
and her four babies found 
refuge in the elastic house- 
hold of Francis’s friend. Aia- 
gustus John. FYancis often 
lived there too. 

A child whom no one 
taught to read till she was 12. 
whose worldly knowledge 
was picked up at random 
from the unsnockable John 
household, who only stum- 
bled on her painting talent 
in her teens, who seemed 
overshadowed by the gor- 
geous Caitlin of the 
gluttonous appetite for ex- 
perience, who only began 
WTiting out of desperation in 
tbe Blitz. Nicolette spent her 
life among rowdy giants and 
ruthless geniuses. 

Her book is a vigorous me- 
morial to them all. It sad- 
dened her to think of the 
'tinith about them being lost, 
though some truths, such as 
tbe death of tbe gentle 
Anthony, were too painnil to 
record, while others-^he 
crude pettiness and spite 
that could make this now- 
vanished Bohemia fairly un- 
pleasant at an everyday 
level— proved too harsh for 
her. But the rest is there, in 
a rich and readable 
autobiography. 

A Very Private Life by 
Michael Frayn (1968, Fla- 
mmgo, £2.50). A strange and 
engaging little fable of the 
future, where some of our 
less attractive social tenden- 
cies are stxaight-facedly 
taken to their logical and 
daft conclusions. 

Frayn dearly had some 
fun witting it— it’s set in the 
future and Is solemnly nar^ 
rated in tbe future tense 
with the actual plot-location 
in the present, and he in- 
vents not Just one but two 
or three convincing lan- 
guages — and the result is in- 
xectiously ez^oyable. 

" Nowadays people are 
tenffing to give up having 
children altogether and to 
stake that little claim upon 
immortality simply by living 
forever instead. It was the 
tyranny of the parent-child 
and child-parent relationship 
wluch dominated sode^ m 
the past, and 'which so intol- 
erably violated the privacy 
of child and parent alike.” 

The Penguin Book Of Lhnrr^ 
icks compiled by E. 0. Par- 
rot (1984, £4.95). Dlustrated 
with> a jovial period-flavour 
by Robin Jacques, this book 
comes with a long introduc- 
tory essay, ranging from the 
history of the decent and in- 
decent to the rich source 
material of the periodical 
competitions. 

The 800 limericks pre- 
sented are grouped into 
(very roughly) subject cate- 
gories — the Church, the 
arts, the old-famniar-ones-we- 
all - know - from - somewhere, 
death, etc — and march on 
into limericks that have lost 
bits, limericks that reply to 
Lear. Limericks that are po- 
etic', and limericks chroni- 
cling the fertile adventures 
of all those girls who came 
from Uttozeter and Ulva. 
Parrott has trawled practi- 
cally every rock pool where 
a limerick shy or brazen, 
could lurk, to make a 
weirdly huge co^endium. 
Bviy Fantoni’s Chinese 
Horoscopes (Year of the 
Rat/Buffalo, Sphere, £1.95). 
Horoscopes are not any the 
less nonsense for being C-lii- 
nese. On the other hand, one 
couldn’t say of this book that 
there’s nothing in it — 
there’s Barry Fantoni in it, 
waffling away with all the 
guile and fizz of iris life as 
writer of Mike Dime thrillers 
and cartoonirt. 

Id this context he tells us 
that practically everjiiody 
connected with Private Eye 
is a Buffalo, but ”to try to 
understand the Buffalo is to 
set oneself a thankless and 
unproductive task.” A Buffalo 
pays those who work for him 
“ a fair but not excessive 
wage.” 

Fantoni himself is a 
Dragon, apparently a crea- 
ture of Big Shot ways and 
ineluctable seductiveness. 
Since the stars foretell that 
tbere will always be a horo- 
scopes bestseller in any year, 
rn put down my marker this 
time for it being this one.

Oh, come on.; or rather, come off it At 
first the news that the jury in file 
Clive I^tizig trial, due to start at file Old 
Bailey nest week, is to be vetted comes as 
no pnat surprise. Whenever an^iody &ces 
an nffiriai secrecy charge, the jury is iiaW«» 
to be vetted. That has been the case since 
at least 1948, the date when Western Pow- 
ers began stric te r secuiil y vetting of their 
emidoyees. As is the way whh these things, 
thou^ jury vetting itself remained an offi- 
cial secret for 30 years. It was only during 
the course of the “ ABC ” trial of 1978 flia* 
the then Attorney General, Mr Sam 
first allowed the vetting gnideiines to be 
imhlished. Ihey revealed file prose^ 
tion is allowed to mai». rfiafika on potential 
jurors in "certain ezc^tional types of case 
of public importance.** Among such cases, 
they said, were big gan^and trials and 
** soious dSences whm strong poTiticaT 
motives were involv^ sudi as ]]^ and 
otho' terrorist cases and cases under the 
Official Secrets Art.” Since fiien, new guide’ 
lines have bemi issued by the current At- 
torney-General, Sir Michaf^ Havers, in an 
attempt to allay public disguiet Ihider 
these 1980 guideline vetting can still be 
auttuaised in national security cases where 
evidence is to be heard in camera, as wrtl 
as in terrorist cases. 

But the vetting of the Panting jury

The human factor left out of a design for the future 


Slr,~-llQchael BlUington 
keeps a sensitive finger on 
the pulse of the theatre and 
has once more diagnosed an 
unhealthy symptom : the 

present fever of adaptations 
of novris at the expense of 
plays written for the stage 
(January 18). 

Alongside BiIUngton*s arti- 
cle Naseem Khan, reviewing 
the new musical version of 
Wind In The Willows at 
Sadler’s Wells, hopes to see 
the day when someone "will 
take this lovely book by tbe 
semff of the neck and shake 
out a theatrical version that 
gets far closer to the spirit 
of the original.” But why ? 
Why adapt a book ? Sorely it 
would be better to ^ve riiil- 
dren a play actually -wtitten 
for tbe stage 

For years the commercial 
theatres have offered nothing 
but pantos and adaptions. 
This is because for the Trea- 
sure Islands and Toads they 
can be sure of their box 
office receipts, whereas they 
cannot count on them for a 
title that is unknown, what- 
ever the quality of the new 
play. 

Obviously the proper idaee 
to foster new plays for chil- 
dren is at the National or 
the RSC, the subridised 
stages that have the 
resources to put on exciting 
and dramatic plays. If they 
would only show they cared 
it would bring enormous en- 
couragement to all those 
** ndssionaries ” who keep 
faith by their good work in 
TIE and the many but less 
fortunately funded children’s 
theatres. These are keeping 
theatre for children aUve de- 
spite total neglect at the top. 

For the National and the 
BSC should surely cater for 
all ages and give a lead with 
children’s theatre as witii 
any other? But they have 
offered nothing new over the 
years. We have had a made- 
over treatment of tbe all-too- 
immortal Peter Fan at the 
Barbican and adaptations ga- 
lore at the National — not 
of popular books but of 
remarkably undramatie 


works : Saneho Fanza, Blawa- 
tha. The Ancient 
iwawti^ir ... a challenge to the 
vanity of intiducers hot a 
bore for the young audience. 

Ikere is no lack of bril- 
liant children writers whose 
fiction thrives in books but 
they get absolute^ no en- 
Gouzagement to write far the 
stage. Children nowadays have 
no idea of the Afferent 
tfaziE the stage can offer; 
they know only film in all 
its forms. Schools are 
brought in coachloads hun- 
al's Christmas shows but 
dreds of miles to tbe Nation- 
what the children see Is far 
from preparing tiiem for a

A COUNTRY DIARY 


CHESHIBE: Birch trees are 
always ' prolific producers of 
seed, but those in the garden 
have excelled themselves this 
winter.

“All they have 
looked at is the manufactur- 
ing side, whereas a far grea- 
ter number of information 
technology users will also be 
recruiting staff, and we will 
also neM a fer greater 
number of teachers in the 
oniverslties and college" 
According to the Association 
of University Teachers, 
departments of electronics 
and computing are alrea^ 
experiencing difficulties in 
recruiting stalT, partly 
because of the hi^er salaries 
on- offer in industry, and 
partly because the traditional 
routes into an academic 


• career, and normal promo- 
tion prospects have been 
damaged by (^vemment 
policy. 

Meanwhile, the Govern- 
ment is attempting to boost 
the number of graduates in 
information teranology by 
special funding for teaching 
and research in the universi- 
ties and colleges. More than 
£6 millions was provided Iasi 
year fbr places on postrgradu- 
ate courses to convert stu- 
dents from other disciplines 
into IT specialists, to fend 
advanced students and 
research fellows, and to pro- 
vide an additional 300 undeN 
graduate places in the uni- 
versities and more than 800 
undergraduate and UND 
places in the public sector 
colleges. . 

This year the fenda avail- 
able have been more than 
doubled and the number of 
extra students and resear- 
chers boosted to 3,866. 

It is something, but is it 
enough? Host of the experts 
think not, either in terms of 
the likelihood of a rapidly 
accelerating demand for 
these graduates, or in terms 
of the system’s willingness to 
>rovide even more quickly.

JT IS difticult to think of a 
school department which 
could get more benefit from 
the use of a eomputer than the 
one which deals with careers 
and guidance. Up-dated and 
accurate information . about 
jobs and training are central 
to its work, which is con- 
cerned with searching and 
matehink — helping youi^ 
peoplp find out how their 
capacities and possible qual- 
ifications can fit into the 
worlds of work and training. 
There is a great deal of 
planning and organising to be 
done too. Yet in 1983 research 
showed that few careers 
teachers used such devices, 
that there was a shortage- of 
appropriate software and 
unje perceptible demand for

There isn't one 
Teachers thinking of obtain- 
ing such materials should, if 
possible, attend relevant 
courses, and certainly read 
reviews in their specialist 
journals, consult local, 
resources centres and badger 
their advisers for guidance. 
First though, they shoold 
check their local authority’s 
policy; some LEAs buy 
licences and distribute copies 
free to fheir schools.

An apple for 
the appraiser 


SUPPOSE we could I'orget the 
appraisal scheme teachers' 
employers recently published 
and the negotiating collapse 
it threatens. Suppose we 
could forget Sir Keith 
Joseph's playing to the gal- 
lery in oil-stage whispers 
about incompetence, his 
threat to come on centre stage 
with legislation, and his 
assertions that he owns the 
theatre anyway. Suppose we 
could start again by asking if 
there are any circumstances 
in which teachers might 
accept regular performance 
reviews not merely as a valid 
way of assessing their profes- 
sional shortcoming.s and 
strengths but as key determi- 
nants of their career advance- 
ment 

Teachers are appraised 
already — by the children 
th^ teach and their parents, 
by colleagues, by head- 
teachers. by LEA advisers, by 
their pay cheques — and they 
know it: if professional 

appraisal were put on a 
formal basis, the efTort. and 
commitment most teachers 
make would be more visible 
to their employers and the 
public at lar^; it would 
encourage more managerial 
involvement by teachers in 
their schools and reduce cap- 
rice or drift; it would make 
career development and 
promotion less of a lottery. 

Where schools have taken 
the initiatix'e and started 
their own home-grown 
appraisal schemes, teachers 
have benefited professio- 
nally, their educational aims 
have been clarified, and chil- 
dren have gained too. Th^ 
have gained because apprai- 
sal, as in commerce or indus- 
try, is one of the ways you can 
check whether you're giving 
the consumerwhut he needs. 

This is the way the LEAs 
and Sir Keith have hrgued. So 
wh'at is going wrong? 
Teachers don't like being 
blackmailed into something 
by the threat of financial 
detention: they resent the 
employers’ emphasis on 
penalfe rather than reward; 
they object to the implication 
that unless contractually 
bound hand and foot they will 
rat on the professional contri- 
bution they willingly volun- 
teer. 

The absolute prerequisite 
for any programme would 
have to be its demonstrable 
fairness, and that require- 
ment carries a number of 
crucial implications. 

Appraisal solely or largely 
by Headteachers would not 
meet that test for certain. The 
fear (and in some cases the 
reality) of professional 
favouritism would be im|> 08 - 
sible to remove: suspicion 
that it was operating would 
dilute the objective impact of 
endorsements of achievement 
and cast doubt on the validity 
of assessments of weakness. 
Too easily seen as a 
sycophants' charier, such 
appraisal would breed insti- 
tutional incest. 

Appraisal, then, must have 
a strong external element. A 
possibility could be the local 
authority advisory service, 
too often maligned by 
teacbers and hardly known 
anyone else. And because so 
frequently distrusted by 
teachers and invisible to 
others, its functions in many 
LEAs would have to be re- 
thought. 


Above all, it would need to 
be divorced from the author- 
ity's disciplinary machinery 
and. just as much, from its 
promotion processes. It 
should possess neither 
powers of sanction nor pat- 
ronage. In that w^ it could 
achieve a credibili^ of three 
kinds; among teacbers for 
being genuinely dispassion- 
ate and disinterested; with 
parents and the community 
similarly for having no axe to 
grind: and with LEA admini.s- 
tralors and elected members 
as expert assessors and prom- 
oters of good practice. 

Such an advisory service 
could bring to teacher apprai- 
sal another key ingredient If 
a teacher 1 $ to be appraised, 
the appraisal (if it is to be 
accept^ and acted uponi 
must involve judgment by a 
professional, (rained, qual- 
ified and experienced in 
teaching the teacher's own 
subject specialism and/or 
relevant age range. 

Let us suppose that apprai- 
sal reviews drawn up by 
advisers in consultation with 
individual teachers were sub- 
ject to appeal. Let us also 
assume that they remained 
confidential between the 
appraised and the appraiser, 
except in two sets ofcircum.st- 
ances; when the teacher 
sought promotion either 
internally, at another school, 
or in a post with another 
authority: when the gov- 
ernors or LEA. on the basis of 
parental or other complaint 
wished formally to consider 
his or her employment future 
within its disciplinaiy 
framework. 

That kind of arrangement 
could just meet the needs and 
concerns of both employee 
and employer. In most cases 
such formal appraisals would 
satisfy their primary aim — to 
provide teachers with valid, 
impartial. non-threatening 
professional advice or assess- 
ment. The ambitious could 
check and refine their aspira- 
tions against their contents. 
The teacher with problems 
would have an early warning 
system which might, in a 
large number of cases, 
remove the need for disciplin- 
ary action. The employer 
could promote or discipline 
on the basis of powerful evi- 
dence rather than professio- 
nal hearsay. 

But ft would be a mistake to 
consider appraisal in isola- 
tion. for its inseparable twin 
is in-service training. 

There is a final question to 
raise. In undertakings where 
formal career appraisal is a 
feature, there is either a wide 
and diverse range of ranks 
(i.e. the police or armed 
forces) or grades (the Civil 
Service, banking, insurance). 
Is it possible simultaneously 
to introduce assessment and 
sharply reduce the number of 
salary grades, or does the 
introduction of the former 
have inescapable implica- 
tions for the latter? Or. as 
some suggest, if both are 
desirable, do you abandon 
any attempt to link appraisal 
with salary grading and hope 
to get away with it? 

This is purely personal and 
should not be read as repre- 
senting my association's 
views.

Tried and tested 


SIR KEITH JOSEPH’S plans 
for a system of teacher- 
appraisal has left Britain's 
600.000 teachers holding their 
breath as th^ wait for him to 
flesh out his ideas. Before 
they go blue in the face, 
teachers could look at apprai- 
sal systems already in opera- 
tion elsewhere for clues as to 
what he may have in mind. 

The Civil Service and the 
BBC, where slafT assessment 
is a well established tradi- 
tion. are most frequently sug- 
gested as the models for Sir 
Keith to follow. Jo some ways 
they would be appropriate: 
like teaching, both deal with a 
ia^ number of people whose 
skills cannot be assessed in 
anything approaching an 
objective manner, or drily and 
incontrovertibly lo^ed. 

Hen and women in the 
Corporation or the Service 
can end Iheir careers with 
files Inches thick on their 
performance. The bulk of 
these files is made up of 
Annual Reports, the core of 
both appraisal systems. 
Eveiy year civil servants, 
from the lowest clerks to the 
uppermost mandarins, are 
graded I? their immediate 
superiors on a variety of 
lualities from numeracy to 
oresight. The reporting 
o^cer is also expected to 
assess “promoiability." prob- 
ably the most important judg- 
ment he or she will make. 

The Civil Service takes this 
very seriousljr: the A to F 
grading system is specifically 
designed to prevent reporting 
officers taking the easy option 
by awarding lots of average 
grades. There isn't an aver^ 
age grade; as a civil servant 
you can only be above or 
below. The service also runs 
courses to train its reporting 
officers in staff appraisal 

Carefelly constructed 
thou^ the system is, not 
evei^iody is hapiv with 
being reported on — or doing 
the reporting One ehril ser- 
vant described it as “the most 
hellish part of n? job." 
Amongthe complaints, repor- 
ting ^eers say that they are 
often required to assess qual- 
ities like foresteht when the 
member of stair has little or 
no opportunity to show them 
anyway. 


The central problem is that 
is th< 


the report is the work of one 
indiridual making some 
highly subjective judgments 
about another. Some com- 
plain that reports are abused 
to work off personal grudges 
or to find scapegoats for a 
foiled project A less serious, 
but more common, complaint 
is that staff who may excel in 
their job. but simply don't get 
on with the boss, suffer when 
it comes to the r»orL If 
anything, these difficultjes 
would be compounded in 
teacher-appraisal. The higher 
mobility within their organ- 
isations which BBC staff and 
civil servants enjoy at least 
ensures that they are likely to 
work for many different 
bosses. Bui a teacher could 
well work with the same head 
for many years. 


The safeguard against 
abuse of the reporting system 
is supposed to be the counte^ 
signing ofticer. somebody 
senior to the reporting officer 
who can correct an out- 
ragMusly wrong report by 
adding additional comments 
But often the counte^signiag 
officer, particularly in the 
civil service, may not see 
those under assessment more 
than once a fortnight, or even 
once a month. The temptation 
then is simply to endorse the 
reporting omeer's judgment. 


The BBC system does, 
however, offer an additio nal 
safeguard. One of its most 
attractive features is that staff 
have, the right to see their 
report: take a copy if they 
wish; add their own com- 
ments: request a second 
interview, usually with their 
personnel officer; pursue 
substantial points of cnticism 
with their head of depart- 
ment; and, in the most 
extreme cases, appeal against 
the entire report Such 
appeals are, occasionally. 
soccessftiL Civil servai& 
enj<9 similar, but more 
limited, rights. 


If the BBC and Civil Service 
models were adrated for 
teachers. Sir Keith's system 
would clear^ inherit ^ir 
weaknesses.

Without 
a roll 

A GRAMMAR school in Kent 
created only 3V6 years ago is 
to close in 3988 because it has 
not managed to attract 
enough pupils. Northfleet 
Grammar School with a roll of 
just 430 came into being when 
separate b<^ and girls tech- 
nical schools were merg^ in 
1981. With an entire class- 
room block now shut it could 
accommodate at least 300 
more pupils. 

The school was mainly 
intended to serve the lai« 
commuter villages on the 
North Downs between the A2 
and M20. But it has become a 
victim of Kent's difTering 
seconds^ education systems. 
The neighbouring Dartford 
area has no less than four 
grammar schools and retains 
the 11-plus, while the 
Thamesside area, which 
includes Northfleet and 
Gravesend, transfers children 
from middle schools at 13. 

NorthHeet’s head. Hr John 
Field, said: “Parents put 
their sons and daughters in 
for the 11-plus as an insurance 
policy and since there are 
masses of spare places at 
Dartford there Is a good 
chance of getting into the 


schools there. I think it would 
be a different picture if we 
took children at 11, paztieu- 
larly as we have the advan- 
tage of being one of the very 
few co-educational grammar 
schools in JCenL** 

The Labour, opposition on 
Kent County Council believe 
Mr Field's school muld.j)e 
ideal for conversion into the 
area’s first comprehensive. It 
has excellent buildings 
radiating fivm a fine Victo- 
rian manor house and exten- 
sive grounds. But it is 
reckoned that within 3 years 
there will be 2,000 vacant 
secondary school places in 
the Gravesend-Northfleet 
area. Northfleet grammar 
will have its last intake of 
13-yearolds next year. 

Library grants 
halved 

REACTIONS to the news that 
the British Library is cutting 
grants to other libraries by 
Mif and can entertain no 
fresh arolicatiojis has 
brou^t on& a muted reac- 
tion Rom librariass.

Since the announcement 
was made only a few days 
before Christmas there could 
be a delayed reactioiL A 
spokeswoman at the British 
Libranr expected people to be 
“availed.'' 

The obligation to fund 
important archive work on 
collections of national value 
was placed on the British 
Library^ the British Library 
Act, lv72, an idea believed to 
have emanated flrom Lord 
Eccles. Since then the British 
Library has been making 
grants averagiiig some 
]Q60,000 a year for this pur- 
pose. Academic librarians 
have had their share of this.

It takes 15 days for toe 
newemners to reidster their 
presence with the Sudanese 
Befugee Administration.

Sticking by Polar route

A TWO-MAN British com- 
pany, with only £300,000 be- 
hind them. yesterday 
launched an industrial robot, 
built In a suburban living 
room, which they claim fits 
a fast-growing market niche 
that no one else has filled. 

Their claim was supported 
.later by a leading robotician, 
yet the new company is 
geared to making only half a 
dozen machines a week at 
most and has no plans to 
look outside Britain for at 
least the next to 
months. 

The new robot, called Po- 
lar, can be programmed for 
a variety of tasks but is 
aimed particnlarly at apply- 
ing the new super-glues to 
industrial components in ce- 


ramics, plasties, and metals. 
' Tbe crucial point is that it 
costs £10,000, compared with 
the £25R0a upwards of tradi- 
tional robots now being used 
for such work.

The association’s 
research, he said, provided 
basic backing for the firm's 
claim in this particular use.

Some were built up on 
paper mountains and ran 
into trouble when recession 
arrived. Others, notablv TTT, 
dcveliQied elaborate and al- 
most my^cal management, 
styles whidi were eulogised 
in Fortune magazine, but be- 
came so complex that it 
could not cope. By the time 
Har old Geneen retired from 
TIT at the end of the 1970s, 
the company was overdue for 
a retrenchment 

Britain has had its -share 
of paper mountains, such as 
the notwlous Slater Walker 
over a decade ago. Are. the 
new conglomerates more 
durable. 

Their rapid recent growth 
has been helped enormously, 
by the rise in the stort: mar- 
keL A big premium is built 
into the . shares- of Hanson 
and BTR because of the 
City's faith in the abilities of 
management stars, which in 
itself is a weakness. Lose 
Lord Hanson &om his conu. 
pany. and the City may won- 
der what it has left, with 
disastrous consequem^ for 
the ratings. 

But there are substantia] 
ffifferences from the old 
breed of conglomerate be- 
cause the new British ver- 
sion has grown up against a 
snore measured background. 
They are to an important ex- 
tent the result of enthusias- 
tic badring by institutions 
such as insurance companies 
and pension funds for any- 
body with the ability to put 
their stamp on some- of the 
inspiring conqianies which 
still abound in British 
industry. ' 

Institutions rarely resort 
to direct action if they are 
unhappy with a company. 
Their moment comes when 
faced, for example, with a 
bid fight between Sir Patrick 
Heaney of Ihomas Tilling 
and Sir Owen Green of BTB. 
They chose the latter be- 
cause they beheved he is the 
better manager. 

Billl it stop if the stock 
market turns ? The new 
super -managers could theo- 
retically continue to enjoy 
the same iiremium over mar- 
ket prices as they do now. at 
a lower leveL Their Achilles 
heels are not the level of the 
stock market so much as 
their reliance in small, 
tightly knit teams.

A SMP1£, frequently pre- 
scribed ointment for the 
commonest of the dironie 
childhood Aments is putting 
ratients at risk of permanent 
disfigurement because it is 
widely misused. 

misuse arises both be- 
cause many doctozs prescribe 
it in over-large quantites or 
over too long a period of 
time, and because patients 
slap it on their skin too lav- 
ishly, believing no cream or 
ointinent can be truly 
hannftiL 

' The OBitmeiit is a steroid 
I and the condition for which 
, it is almost universally pre- 
' scribed is eczema, which af- 
flicts one in 20 of scboifi age 
aiti under in Britain, and a 
smriler, .but stiD. significant 
number of adults. 

Steroid creams and oint- 
ments are safe and valuable 
wtien properly used, al- 
though they do not treat the 
root causes of eczema and 
are not therefore a cure, the 
National. Eczema Society 
points out They do relieve 
the main sym^om of the 
condition, whidi is an in- 
flamed and itchy skin. 

Their danger lies in their 
widespread misuse, according 
to the Sodety, which has 
now written to the major 
manufacturers of steroid 
creams and ointments beg- 
ging for better, clearer label- 
ling and some highly visible 
' warning that such drugs are 
potentially damaging. 

Prolonged or excesrive use 
of sucb preparations leads to 
thinning of the ski^ and a 
greater liability to infection. 
The National Eczema Society 
has put together a casebook 
of complrints from patients 
who have been di^gured 
permanently by steroid 
creams. 

" The only instiuctions 
ever given were to use twice 
a ds(y in the morning and 
evening." one woman wrote. 
" I have continued to use 
this cream ever since as a 
nake-up base and in the 
quantity that you would use 
a oold cream. I was never 
told to USB it sparingly.” 

"Between the ages of 13 
and 15 the doctor prescribed 
the creams, without inform- 
ing me or my mother, of any 
risks." another wrote to the 


Society. "From that time 1 
have suffered from -stretch 
marks and the appearance of 
many blood vessels lying be- 
low the skin, which are, 
needless to say, unrightly," 

"For over 20 years she 
has been prescribed one of 
these creams to use on her 
face and neck,” a patient’s 
mother said. " She wasn’t 
told by her doctor what the 
results would be from using 
this ointment for a pro- 
longed period. Her sUn at 
the moment is . in bad condi- 
tion. the broken veins on her 
face and neck are almost im- 
possible to conce^,” 

And so the complaints go 
on, all following tbe same 
theme. "Firstly, the cause is 
careless prescribing," says 
tbe National Eczema Society. 
" Doctors often hand out un- 
necessarily strong prepara- 
tions in excessive amounts, 
sometimes without adequate 
examination or re-examina- 
tion of the patient and with- 
out adequate guidmice on 
their proper use or warnings 
of their side effects. 

“The second cause is a 
similar failure by pharma- 
ceutical companies to print 
adequate guidance and 
warnings on their 
packaging." 

Id recent years, an attempt 
by the Society to draw atten- 
tion to tiie dangers of misuse 
of steroid creams and oint- 
ments and a parallel effort 
by many leading dermatolo- 
gists to warn their patients, 
has brought a new problem. 

borne patients, and particu- 
larly tbe parents of young 
child patients, have begun to 
refuse to use steroid creams 
at all, thereby losing valu- 
able relief from itchiness. 
This upsets the NEb almost 
as mudi as over-use. 

"What we want is clear 
guidance and warnings on 
the packaging of these prepa- 
rations, so that patients can 
get the maximum benefit 
from them, compatible with 
long-term health and 
weil being." tbe Society 
says.' We would also like the 
companies to include in their 
boxed tubes a leaflet setting 
out in plain language the 
proper use of these prepara- 
tions and the consequences 
of improper use. 

" Some steroid manufacture 
ers have already begun a 
campaign to inform doctors 
about the proper use and 
dangers of the product. * the 
Society adds. * and we feel it 
is time they extended this 
advice to patients too."

A new ioumament. 2fae 
World Team Championship, 
witl become tiie richest event 
in golf when the first final is 
contested between 16 national 
teams at St .Andrews in Octo> 
her. The event will be spon- 
sored by Duoblll. who are pro- 
viding a trophy to be called 
the Dunhili Cup. and will be 
worth S1.2 million in prize 
money. 

That represents over £1 mil- 
lion at the current rate of ex- 
change, making the champion- 
ship the richest-ever sporting 
event staged by a British com- 
pany. The prize money will be 
nearly double the £520,000 of- 
fered by the 1985 Open. 

The World Team Cbamplon- 
sbip takes its place alongside 
events like the Panasonic Las 
Vegas Invitational, the Seiko 
Match-play tournament . in 
Tucson and the Sun City. Chal- 
lenge, all of which ' offer 
around $l million prize money. 
The Dunhili event will be held 
between October 17-20 this 
year, a week before the Seiko 
Match-play, and if one man 
were to win both be would 
take home over £ 200 , 000 . 

Introducing tlie event, Mark 
McCormack said that the 
intenton was to make the 
Dunhili Cup contest the' golf- 
ing equivalent of the Davis 


Cup. Be said that eight teams 
would contest- a European 

a ualifying event, three going 
irougb ' to ' the . finaL with 
eight more teams in -the Pa- 
cific area- producing a further 
three finalists. The six qualify- 
ing teams, would then join 
ei^t previously-seeded teams, 
together with one invited team 
from the African continent 
and one from South America.

It is the most exdting 
golf event of the past several 
decades." 

Clearly McCormack will be 
hoping to attract' a truly repre- 
sentative three-man team from 
the US, which is certain to be 
one of the seeded nations to 
go straight to St Andrews. 
Others look like being Eng- 
land, Ireland, SMtland. Spain. 
Australia. Japan, with the 
eii^th place between Wales, 
New Zealand and possibly the 
Philippines. 

South A&ica will not be in- 
vited to take part ; Dunliill say 
that they honour the 
Gleneagles Agreement as it 
pertains to team events. 

Een Schofield, secretary of
